The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for indicating allowance of 
claims 1 and 3: The prior art does not disclose an integrated circuit for a data carrier 
comprising the rectifier diode of the rectifier circuit which takes the form of a Schottky 
diode with a parasitic p/n junction and wherein the Schottky diode with the parasitic p/n 
junction simultaneously forms the second protection diode of the ESD protection circuit.
